One woman was impaled on huoge
eplioters from a railroad tie, Al-
though the sceoe of the wreck was
io tne heart of a thickly populated
gection, it was sometime before res-
ideoce reached the scese. For a
t'wo only one physician could be
secuored. Later aid came withont
stint. :

A sheet of electric flames that
originated from the disaster envel-
oped the rear car and for a moment
tbreateued to roast the victims pin-
ioned in the debris. The flames did
not, however, epread and the hor:
ror of a holocaust was averled, As
the cars fell they emashed the third
rail and caused much daoger.

In ths erash, however, there was
death for many, while "practically
every one in the four coaches re-
ceived injuries of some sorf. Maony
were ground to pieces and for hours
identification was almoet hopeless.
As the cars went uvver, maoy of the
pa's:ngers were tbrown into or
through the windows and cat and
mwaimed.

Myron E. Evans, one of the kill-
ed, was prerident of the Cape Bre-
ton Railway, Ltd., and one of the
best-known coneulting engineers in
the country. He was coosider«d
the greatest expert upon Canadian
railway property in the country.

Shorily after mideight Coroner
Schwaupecker made a etatement
in which he eaid:

“I have taken possescion of one
of the rails and ¢hall hold it fora
tchnical examinatisn. In my pre
limipsry {nvestigation I found &
defect in this ra'l which indicated,
in my opinion, the place where a
big wheel, probably one of thedrive
wieela of tbe engine, hit the rail st
a point almost directly under the
Woodlawn bridge. Thie rall has a
clzarly defined indentation which
shows whers some heavy object
dropped on it, The theory is the
dropping of this heavy object on
the rail caused it to spread. One
witness said that, while passing at
a point almost under the bridge, be
felt the train rise up off the tracks
and it seemed to fly throogh the
air.”
